i Antiwar Unit 
Accuses U.S. 
Of Break-In 

NEW YORK, July 2 (UPI) 
— The War Resisters League 
. accused the federal govern- 
! ment today of breaking into 
its New York offices in 1969. 

Leaders of the league, 
which organized antiwar 
protests in the 1960s, admit- 
ted they had no hard evi- 
dence but based their 
charge on “intimation.” 

The league offices were 
broken into and ransacked 
on May 9, 1969. The league 
said mailing lists and sten- 
cils were stolen. 

“At the time we thought it 
I was the work of some right- 
i wing extremist group,” 

I league chairwoman Irma Zi- 
gas said. “However, in light 
of the disclosures of the ille- 
gal raids ordered by the 
White House we have good 
reason to suspect the gov- 
ernment was behind the 
raid.” 

She said that, after the^ 
1969 break-in, FBI agents 
were ordered to watch the, 
activities of the league, 
which at the time was or- 
ganizing the moratorium 
demonstrations held in Oc- 
tober, 1969. 

She said the league found, 
out about the FBI surveil-,-' 
lance from documents that 
were stolen from FBI of- 
fices in Media, Pa., in 
March, 1972 and anony- 
mously sent to the news me- i 
dia.
